O  treat  of  the  fenfibility  of  infects,  is 
it  not  with  .1  ralh  h.ind  to  tear  afini* 
tier  that  veil  under  vvh.ieh  the  Author  of 
the  univerfe  has  concealed  fo  many  my- 
Iterics  ?  Spite  of  the  progrefs  of  fclence 
and  the  fidelity  of  obfervations,  nature 
will  have  always  an  obfeure  fainftuary, 
throngli  the  gloom  of  which  the  refearch- 
es  of  the  moft  penetrating  genius  w'ill 
never  be  able  to  pierce.  il‘  we  cannot 
explain  appearances  which  every  day  pafs 
under  our  eyes,  what  pr«*fumptiof»  mutt 
it  betoattetnpt  aii  explanation  of  thole 
of  which  the  caiil'e  is  unperccivable  by 
our  Iciifcs:  'i'lic  lh:dy  »)f  nature  ha:;  taught 
us  to  juilge  t»f  canfes  by  their  ellev^ls,  and 
of  elieOts  again  by  their  canfes  :  but  wIku 
we  treat  of  inetaphylical  lubjeds,  we  can 
only  realbn  by  analogy,  U'e  feel,  we 
rc.Tfon,  and  we  judge ;  and  thefe  dili'er- 
ent  t)pcranons  we  exprd's  by  figns  and 
geltuios  conllant  and  unifijrm  in  all  the 
Inings  »)f  our  fpecies.  It  is  only  by  our 
own  fc Illations,  then,  that  we  can  appre¬ 
ciate  thofe  of  others:  we  are  thus  inca¬ 
pable  of  knowing  the  difordcr  of  a  paflion 
which  wc  have  never  experienced.  As 
often  then  as  a  being  announces  itfelf  by 
the  fime  figns  by  which  wc  exprefs  our 
own  fenfations,  wc  lliall  find  no  difficulty 
in  difeovering  what  palfes  v\ithii)  it  or  in 
itsorg.ins:  but  when  beings prefent  them- 
felves  to  us  whole  organilation  is  very 
different  from  ouis,  which,  placed  in  the 
lame  litnation,  do  not  exhibit  the  f.imc 
liini'^ ;  — lhall  v'c  believe  them,  iiotwith- 
Itanding  this,  to  be  etjually  lenlible,  as 
much  allcdod,  and  Iheir  lilu.ition  the 
lame  as  our  own  It  is  this  whicii  I  .on 
now  to  exainiiK*,  in  order  to  dtliimine 
tile  fenfibility  of  infedts,  which  1  believe 
has  never  yet  been  treated  of  by  any  na- 
turaljfi.  Dcs  Cartes  conlidcred  all  ani- 
nials,  man  excepted,  as  lb  many  ina- 
chints,  equally  incapable  of  pleafure  and 
pain.  Kx[)eriencc  has  uniformly  over¬ 
thrown  his  fyltein  ;  but  in  refuting  it, 
philolophers  have  not  diftinguillied  with 
lufiicieut  accuracy  the  degrees  of  fenfibi¬ 
lity,  which  muft  vary  in  the  dificrent  de- 
prees  of  the  animal  kingdom.  My  ob- 
lervations  lhall  be  confined,  at  prefent, 
to  the  Seiilibility  of  Infeds. — 1  have  Ihi- 
oied  llieir  org.tnifation,  their  manner  of 
txilling  in  the  midit  of  pleafure  and  pain, 
1  have  compared  it  with  that  of  the  lar- 
i’rr  animals  afi'eded  in  the  fame  manner ) 
Vol.XLVH.

W’e  cut  our 
nails  without  feeling  the  le.ilc  pain,  wliicli 
yet  .are  nothing  but  the  hataleiied  extre¬ 
mities  of  certain  fibres.  I'hey  contain, 
however,  a  principle  tif  life,  fince  they 
/lioot  fortli  again  ctiiuinuallv,  alter  all 
oiir  paring.  'I'he  fibres  attaclied  to  our 
teeth  occjfion  Irequeiitly,  by  tluir  ten- 
lion,  violent  pains;  but  once  loofened 
and  dil'engagtd  from  tiic  teeth,  and  all 
pain  ceafes. 

According  to  this,  the  organifation  of 
infei^ls  is  little  adapted  to  receive  lively 
imprclfions.  Clotlied  for  the  molt  part 
with  a  very  hard  epidermiiy  witli  whicli 
tlicy  are  as  it  w’cre  armed,  they  appear 
by  this  Iheltered  from  wounds.  Kven 
tiiough  this  membrane  llioiilil  be  attack-

ceptible  in  an  (ugan  fo  grofs.  In  them 
alnuul  every  tliijig  is  rlry  ;  few  lielhy 
parts  are  to  be  feen  ;  their  fibres  are  not 
vv.itercd  by  thofe  abiiiulant  hninoiirs 
vvliicli  render  the  fibres  ot  the  larger  ani¬ 
mals  fo  fupple  and  pliant. 

If  to  Ihclc  priiicipKs  wi*"jt  in  experi¬ 
ence,  wc  lhall  fee  in  fa.d  that  tl.e  organ* 
of  infeeds  are  little  alTidted  in  operations 
which  Ihoiild  occ.ifioii  death,  or  at  lealt 
very  violent  pain,  J)o  we  not  fee  evuy 
day,  for  inltanco,  children  w'ithout  mer¬ 
cy  running  large  pins  through  the  body 
of  a  lly,  and  diverting  themfelves  witb 
making  it  move  about  loaded  with  tlii* 
llraiige  incumbrance,  the  magnitude  of 
which  is  often  much  more  conlidtrable 
tlian  the  whole  of  the  animal.

A  large  bntterlly,  for  in- 
hance,  picrccel  tree]urntly  with  pins, 
llrnggles  a  great  di  al  during  the  opera¬ 
tion  :  but  once  fet  at  liberty,  it  appears 
as  much  at  eafe  as  it  it  had  received  no 
wound;  it  would  even  lly  were  not  the 
inichanifm  of  its  wings  injured.  1  have 
prtfervtd  fome  of  them  frequently  fix 
feven  days  alive,  although  1  had  picreed 
them  in  feveral  places  of  the  fiomach  and 
belly,  in  order  to  beep  them  dried,  and 
with  their  natural  colours.

It  is  in  this 
primary  organ  tliat  U  pm  ifies  and  worl:.^ 
ittell  ofi ;  in  this  organ  it  is  efpecially  that 
the  dithrent  condilious  in  vvliioh  it  is 
hnind  are  pereeivtd  ;  and  tlius  it  has  been 
fixed  as  tlie  feat  of  lentiment.

•hit  it  inelaneholy  fucccetls  a  violent  paf- 
f "II,  or  loi low,  or  wearinci%  the  hlood 
•htn  loUs  inucli  of  its  activity,  its  action 
^daitlcd  ;  it  palfes  in  a  linaller  tjuan- 
'  ’v  .0  a  time  into  the  aorta  ;  tlie  heart 
then  coi.iiaCti,  ilk  If,  us  piilf.UloUj  arc  Icfs 


frequent, and  we  cxpcrirncea  feufibleand 
paint  111  contrac^tion,  which  at  ’all  bring?* 
on  our  dellrudion.  Such  then  in  us  is 
the  mechanifm  of  feidihility  and  fenti- 
ment.  'J'he  full  opeiates  in  tl»e  .hram, 
tlie  heond  in  the  heart,  'flufe  are  the 
two  foiircta.  ot  hie  ;  and  the  leall  wound 
received  by  eithei  occalions  inli  mt  dc  at!;.

lil  the  fundions  for  which  nature  has  elef- 
tineel  them.  It  is  thus  that,  in  fome  of 
them,  we  fee  the*  head  armed  with  jaws 
and  teetli  continuing  to  feize  the  inllrii- 
meut  with  which  if  is  tormented,  the  bo- 
<!y  of  the  bee:  llill  el.irting  its  liing  againlt 
the  enemy  which  attacks  it,  and  tome- 
times  I lu’ truncated  body  coupling  with 
the  female.  'I'liis  expanfmn  of  life  is  to 
great,  that  we  every  day  obferve  the 
fpiues  of  tlie  the  11  of  the  echinus  move 
after  the  whole  llelhy  part  of  the  animal 
has  been  taken  out. 

IVom  hence  it  follows  eviilrntly,  that 
the  tihres  of  inh’e^L  have  no  point  of  re¬ 
union,  hut  that  they  termin.ife  all  in  that 
part  tor  which  they  have  been  ddtined  : 
toMlcapiently  the  part  injured  muft  be  the 
only  one  which  fntfers;  fliat  the  head 
does  nol  feel  the  pain  of  the  belly,  nor 
the  belly  that  of  the  ftomacli.  It  is  from 
phenomena  like  thefe  w'c  are  obliged  to 
coTu  lude  that  all  the  organs  of  the  infed’ 
<*njoy  the  lame  dtgree  of  exillenre  an<l 
life.  'I’his  IS  bel'idcs  one  of  the  chief 
eharaders  by  whi(  h  the  infci^t  apjvroachetf 
to  tlu*  vegetable  kingdom.  We  every  daf 
cut  otl  from  plantsand  treesagreat  num-' 
ber  of  tIu  M  branches,  wiiliout  the  prin¬ 
ciple  ot  vegetation  bt  ing  in  the  leaft  al¬ 
tered  ;  lor  in  vegetables,  as  in  infects,  it 
is  e([inliy  diltribnled  through  all  their 
parts.  'J'lii.s  eircunillancc  has  induced 
many  natmalitls  to  fay  that  thefe  lalt 
were  only  ivalking  plum, 

Dipiived  to  a  cerlaiii  point  of  fenfibi- 
lily,  infedts  will  be  Itill  more  tlevoid  of 
lentiment  and  pallions.  'Lhc  cllcds  of 
tin  le,  as  I  have  laid  above,  arc  felt  chief¬ 
ly  in  the  lu.iit  by  means  of  the  accelcr.i-

On  Feb.  9.  tbe  order  of  the  day  being 
the  Wehminfter  fcrutiny,  Mr  Welbore 
Fill's  rofe,  and  remarked  upon  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  yefterday,  (feep.  73.)  which,  he 
f.iid,  of  itlclf  fpoke  forcibly  to  the  fa^l. 
‘I'f'.e  prefent qiieftion  was  nearly  connect* 
cd  with  the  privileges  of  the  Houfe,  and 
the  rights  of  reprefeiitation.’  The  con- 
diidl  of  the  high  bailiff  was,  tfierefore, 
hrft  to  be  conlidered — how  far  he  had  o- 
beyed  the  w  rit  of  the  Crown,  and  con- 
fornu*d  himfelf  to  the  forms  of  the  Houfe. 
}lis  Maicfty  had  appointed  a  time  and  a 
place  for  the  meeting  of  his  parliament, 
and  a  precept  for  that  purpofc  had'been 
ilVued,the  departure  from  which  was  cer¬ 
tainly  ccnfurable.  The  •  nature  of  the 
precept,  and  the  importance  of  fulfilling 
it,  were  well  known  ;  but  notwithftand- 
ing,  f)n  reading  over  the  evidence,  it 
would  appear,  that,  inftead  of  obeying, 
the  high  bailifi’  had  proceeded  on  his  own 
authority  to  re-examine  votes  which  he 
had  examined  before  ;  and  that  too  upon 
their  word  only,  though,  in  the  former 
cafe,  if  he  had  doubted,  he  might  have 
examined  them  upon  oath.  But  this  was 
not  all.  He  had  fet  the  laws,  and  the 
court  eftablilhed  by  law  for  trying  elec¬ 
tions  and  reforming  the  abufes  of  return¬ 
ing  oftictrs,  at  defiance;  and  had  ciuiili- 
tiifed  a  new  court  unknown  to  the  laws, 
which,  having  no  authority  to  punifh, 
wab  incompetent  to  tlie  purpofc  for  xchich 
it  wab  eltaVI'fhed.  Mr  Grenville’s  •  bill 
was  framed  on  juft  and  conftitntional 
piinnplcs,  and  iiitemlcd  to  narrow  the 
power  of  icturning  officers,  that  elections 
nTight  n(»t  be  piotrai^tcd*  for  years,  as  in 
the  prefent  cafe  ;  nor,  if  unduly  made, 
remain  undecided  for  any  length  of  time. 
Much  has  been  faid  as  to  the  confcience 
of  the  high  bailiff,  and  it  has  been  thought 
expedient  that  he  ftiould  have  lime  to 
make  up  his  mind  before  he  Ibould  make 
his  return;  and  that,  as  there  had  been 
a  precedent  of  a  fcrutiny  having  been 
granted,  lie  fhould  have  been  careful  that 
his  fcrutiny  did  not  fuperfede  the  writ. 
The  latter  came  to  him  from  the  higheft 
authority  ;  the  former  had  only  the  fanc- 
tion  of  one  branch  of  the  legiftaturc, 
wliich,  however  refpedtable,  was  not  to 
be  held  in  competition  with  that  in  which 
the  three  were  combined.  In  proof  of 
fhis,  the  high  bailift'  being  alked,  if  the 
authority  of  tlie  IIouCc  was  withdrawn, 
trider  vvh.at  authority  he  would  then  a^h, 


his  anfwer  was,  he  knew  of  none.  Hence 
it  is  evident,  beyond  coniradi^fion,  that 
the  Houfe  have  now  iijK)n  them  the  wfiole 
weight  of  the  fcrutiny,  and  are  become.! 
new  power  in  the  conftitution,  under 
which  a  returning  officer  dares  to  ad  iii 
oppofition  to  the  known  and  eftablilhed 
laws.  He  begged  the  Houfe  maturely  to 
conliderthe  confequence.  Alrc.ady  has 
this  fcrutiny  continued  eight  months  ; 
and,  proceeding  upon  the  fame  plan,  muft 
of  courfc  continue  twenty-four  months 
longer,  and  all  this  while  the  city  of 
VVeftminfter  muft  remain  unreprefented. 
This  was  fo  glaring  a  violation  of  the 
rights  of  the  elfdors,  as  muft  vefied  dtf- 
grace  on  the  dignity  of  the  Houfe;  and 
for  that  reafon  he  fliould  move  once  more 
the  refoliition  he  hatl  moved  in  June  laft, 
“  That  it  appearing  to  tliis  Houfe  that 
Thomas  Corbett,  Elq;  high  bailiff  for  the 
city  of  Weftminfter,  having  received  .! 
precept  from  the  flieriffs  of  Middlefex  for 
elcding  two  citizrens  to  ferve  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  for  the  faid  city,  and  having  taken 
and  finally  clofcd  the  poll  on  the  17th  day 
of  May  laft,  being  the  day  next  before 
the  day  of  return  of  the  faid  writ,  he  be 
now  direifUul  forthwith  to  make  a  return 
of  his  precept  of  members  chofen  in  pur- 
fuance  of  it.” 

Mr  Pelham  feconded  the  motion,  and 
was  very  fevere  on  the  high  bailift. 

Lord  Mulgrave  remarked,  that,  with 
vefpect  to  common  law,  which  derived 
its  origin  from  a  much  earlier  period  than 
the  law  of  parliament,  he  did  not  fee  the 
life  of  introducing  it  on  the  prefent  occa- 
fion,  any  more  than  the  llatutclaw  w'hcrc 
the  co.Timoii  were  lilcnt.

His  Lordihip  adverted  to  the  delays 
throw’n  in  the  way  of  the  fcrutiny  by 
long  fpeeches,  cro/s  examinations,  and 
frivolous  objediions  ;  and  he  anticipated 
the  arguments  w'hich  the  Right  Hon. 
Gentleman  Mr  Fox  w’ould  no  doubt  en¬ 
deavour,  by  his  powerful  eloquence  and 
numerous  friends,  to  imprefs  upon  the 
Houfe,  of  “  his  grievous  fulfcrings,  and 
the  fufferings  of  the  cledlorsof  Weftmin¬ 
fter,  by  the  exercife  of  a  right,  which  had 
already  been  reprefented  as  contrary  to 
the  known  law’S  of  the  land,  and  that 
militated  even  againft  the  conftitution  it-

wl.ile  fo  many  bad  vote.s  were  undil'co- 
vcieil  f  Before  he  fat  down,  he  took  no¬ 
tice  of  Mr  Fox  having  referved  himfelf 
to  he.ir  him,  before  he  vofe  liimfelf,  and 
laid,  the  lion.  Gentleman  having  that 
adv.intage,  he  lliowld  lee  if  laying  afijc 
declamation,  laying  alide  aHertion  with¬ 
out  proof,  and  laying  alide  all  tragical 
eomplaints  ofminilterial  tyranny  and  per- 
feeiition,  he  could  give,  to  what  he  had 
laid,  anything  like  a  reafonable  nnfwer. 

Mr  Fox  rofe  at  half  after  two  in  the 
morning  ;  and,  in  a  fpcech  of  more  than 
two  liouis,  confidered  the  (piellion  un¬ 
der  ditferent  heads,  and  combated  the 
principle  on  which  it  was  grounded,  as 
well  in  point  of  law,  as  ancient  ulagc 
and  parliamentary  proceeding.  'I'he 
piinciple,  lie  faid,  was  new,  and  had  no 
precedent.  If  eleiilions  were  to  depend 
on  the  confcience  of  the  returning  otli* 
ccr,  the  returning  ollieer  would  then  he 
tlic  folc  elecMor  ;  for  his  fcniples  would 
not  be  conlinei!  to  the  free  voice  ot  the 
advei  fe  party  ;  he  would  have  his  fet  upb* 
to  the  oaths  ol  fneh  as  made  againll  him. 
Niithing,  he  faid,  could  be  more  laile 
and  abluid,  than  the  aUVrtion,  that  the 
returning  oHicer  need  make  no  return  till 
lie  was  fatislied  of  the  legal  majority  of 
votes.  I  le  retorted  the  charge  ot  /;/>  being 
the  canfe  of  delay  on  the  party  that  op* 


in  rjiieflion  IS,  the  propriety  of  continuing  pofed  liim,  atid  vindicated  the  coiidinf^ 
t  ir  li  Tilting .  To  determine  this  qiieflion,  of  Mr  i  largravc  witfi  fiinie  warmth. 
tie  rrtei  redb.sekiothe  prineiplcon  which  explained  the  rc.ifons  for  infilling  on  a 
t.ie  lerutiny  was  cllabliOicd,  uamcly,  on  dh\.d  aafvver  from  Mr  Murphyi 
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pai',1  that  pcntlemnn  a  handfomc  compli- 
mrnt.  lie  Hated  the  law  as  it  Hands 
with  lelcreiice  to  tlie  cafe,  in  which  he 
took  a  wide  ranite,  ami  challenged  the 
ahlell  of  the  lawyers  to  controvert  him. 
lie  enumerated  the  various  places  where 
lerutinies  had  been  demandeil  at  the  laft 
general  <  leiffion,  and  called  np(ui  the  oi>- 
jxdite  liiie  to  produce  a  precedent  where 
a  iVrutiny  ha«l  been  protrai^lcd  beyond 
the  day  «d  the  rettirn  of  tlie  w'lit.  In 
the  courle  of  his  fpeech,  he  was  Icrions, 
I'evere,  ironical,  witty,  rarcaHical,  and 
inimitably  h>gical  and  pointed.  1 1  is  fpeecli 
might  ratlur  be  conruiered  as  a  remon- 
Hrance  againftthe  ineafuresof  tlieprefent 
adminiHration,  tl.an  a  mere  dirciilVion  of 
thepri  fent  qiitllion.  He  recapitulated  eve¬ 
ry  leading  feature  of  Mr  Pitt’s  condinft, 
from  his  nlliiiring  the  charm^fer  of  mini- 
Hcrtolfie  prefeiu  intiir.  He  dwelt  par- 
ticulailyon  his  India  manaMivrer,  wliich 
lie  reprobated  in  the  moll  niuxjnivocal 
terms,  lie  concluded  witli  o!>lerving, 
tl’it  tliough  he  had  unwillingly  been 
diiven  into  a  Hale  of  political  hoHility 
with  the  Rt  Hon.  tientleman,  he  had 
iiotwithllanding  feen,  or  thought  he  had 
hen,  fomething  like  magnanimity  in  his 
difpolition,  whicli  he  lliought  wonid 
have  infpired  him  with  a  dift’erent  per- 
fonal  conduct  than  he  had  met  from  him 
that  day.  1  le  conlidcrcd  the  proceed¬ 
ings  ngainft  him  as  a  means  of  expnilion. 
lie  Hated  theexpences  of  the  ferutiny  at 
50,0001.  a  year  ;  a  bun  fo  enormous, 
that  neither  he  nor  any  party  could  be 
fuppoled  able  to  fnpport  it  for  any  length 
r»f  time.  He  would  not,  be  faid,  v'itb- 
hold  Irom  them  the  plealnre  of  knowing, 
tliat,  trom  the  above  circumitance,  pro¬ 
traction  would  certainly  give  them  fuc- 
ceb  ;  and  he  believed,  that  the  ftatenunt 
he  had  jnlt  naad»e  would  Ihew  tlie  e.aufe 
ot  their  perR  verance  in  a  clearer  point  of 
view  than  any  thing  elfe  that  Inad  been 
fjid  upon  thebibjeCt.  Hnt  thon>;h  p'-r- 
I'lnal  poveity  might  give  his  perfeentors 
I  mu*  temporary  plc.diire,  they  Hionld 
Hill  find  him  unbrokmi  in  fpirit,  and  un¬ 
daunted  in  tnl'id,  pnrfuing  every  conlti- 
tntional  means  to  Hem  the  cinrcnt  of 
corruption,  nor  ever  to  let  fieep  for  a 
t^minent  the  decilion  that  they  fo  malig- 
*>•1  tly  ende.ivouretl  to  eva<le. 

Mr  Dmulas  rofc,  he  laid,  in  reply  to 
•'ill  that  vehement  declamation,  all  that 
ot  coarfe  obloquy,  which  the  Rt 
Hon.  (icntlcman  w!io  fookelall  isforea- 
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Hions,  to  pour  forth  againH  thofe  who 
oppofc  his  purfiiits.  W'hat  he  has  been  • 
pleafed  to  fay  of  his  uinvillingnefs  to  be 
driven  into  a  Hate  of  political  hoftility 
with  Mr  Pitt,  is  neither  more  nor  lefs 
than  this,  that  he  had  mi  fooner  feen 
tlint  the  Rt  Hon.  fJentleman  had  a  will 
ol  Ins  own,  and  would  not  be  compiil- 
lively  led  to  fecond  his  views,  than  he 
refolved  to  reprefent  him  as  the  moH: 
haughty,  cmrupt,  uncnnllitntionnl,  and' 
dangerous  man  .and  rniniHer  that  ever 
this  country  produced.  It  is  thus,  faid 
Mr  nmulas,  that  the  Rt  Hon.  Gentle¬ 
man  has  at  all  times  tlioiight  proper  to 
monopolife  all  patriotifin,  all  public 
principles,  ami  all  love  of  freedom,  to 
his  own  lingle  felf.  “  I  am  the  palla- 
<liiim  of  t he  liberties  of  tins  country,  f 
.am  the  champion  of  the  ctniHitution.  f 
am  the  man  of  the  peoj>le.  I  am  the  At¬ 
las  of  this  free  Hate.’’  Such  is  t!ie  lan¬ 
guage  ol  llie  I  Ion.  Gentii-man,  alternate¬ 
ly  pouting  forth  praifes  and  execration's 
on  the  fame  men,  juH  ns  the  viciHitiidea 
ot  political  aiT.iirs  ntay  happen  to  aJl  for 
him  or  ngaiiiH  him.  As  to  ih.c  violation 
ot  the  conftitution,  with  wliich  tlie  Hon. 
(jcntletnan  is  fo  lenfihly  .atK  i‘ted,  that  he 
cannot  fit  blent,  he  caniiot  relt,  he  can¬ 
not  llecp,  till  the  vote  of  the  Houfe  is 
lefcindcil,  aiul  the  outrage  lepairctl,  £ 
would  aik  him,  how  lie  llept  lince  the 
year  1750,  when  the  outrage  on  the 
conlliliil ion  was  tlu  n  as  II  igrant  as  now, 
l»y  the  fcruliny  between  V  andepiit  atid 
Trtntham  f  'i'lie  conllitiition  lias  furvi- 
ved  tlial  block,  and  it  would  be  ridicu¬ 
lous  to  |iipj>ore  that  it  will  be  in  the  lealt 
injured  by  this.  'I'he  I'ur.ilarity  between 
the  two  ferutir.ies  is  Hriking.  'J'lierc 
were  the  fame  exertions,  the  fame  con- 
teiUioiiS  of  the  .irillocracy,  the  fame  in¬ 
trigues  a^  now.  Roth  the  great  men 
and  great  women  were  feen  to  life  the 
l.itnc  comlefcenHons  in  both  cafes;  and, 
in  point  of  delay,  if  there  wms  any  dif¬ 
ference,  lie  aj.pealed  to  the  evidence  be¬ 
fore  the  Honie,  if  it  was  not  owing  to 
the  maniL’iivres  of  the  Hon.  Gentleman 
himfelf.  If  no  ferutiny  w.as  to  be  allow¬ 
ed,  mark  the  confcipience.  At  all' po- 
jniiar  t  leClions,  the  i.ilHolc  would  be  the 
clecHoi!) ;  and  if  the  rctinning  oHiccr  was 
obliged  to  make  bis  l  elnrn  on  their  votes, 
the  abfurdity  to  vviiich  tli.'it  would  lead 
is  notorious.

Ml  Fox  role  again,  and  faid,  the  af* 
ferlion,  that  he  had  ever  ufed  the  elec¬ 
tors  of  WcItininUer  as  the  intlrumcnls 
offedilion,  li nee  he  had  the  hc  iour  to 
hold  a  feat  in  the  Houfc  as  the  reprefen- 
lalivc  of  that  cUy,  was  a  filfihood, 

Mr  Dundas  role  again,  and  declared, 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  Hon.  Gentle¬ 
man,  hnee  he  fat  for  Wellnainfter,  had 
ui'td  th«  eliii  >rs  af'  that  city  as  the  injhu- 


vtentsof  hii  feditittn.  It  was  his  opinion, 
and  he  IhouUl  perfifi  in  declaring  it. 

The  (null ion  being  called  tor,  there 
appeared,  for  it  135,  againll  it  174;  ma¬ 
jority  39:  and  Lord  >tulgrave's  amend- 
nrent  was  carried  without  a  divifion. — 
'File  high  bailiff  was  then  called  to  the 
bar,  and  tlic  refolutions  were  read  to 
him,  and  a  copy  of  them  ordered  to  be 
given  him.— Fhe  Houle  rofe  at  half  after 
lix  m  the  morning. 

Mr  Francis  rofe,  Feh.  16.  and  called 
the  attention  of  the  Houie  to  the  civil 
tfHabhihmcnt  of  Bengal,  which,  he  faid, 
amounted  to  the  enormous  fnm  of 
<)i7,945l*  greater  than  the  civil-lift  efta- 
blilhment  of  Great  Britain.

In  I '*76,  in  confequence  of  the  adjuft- 
ment  of  (Jov.  Halfings  and  council,  it 
rofe  to  151,533  I.  Since  which,  the 
whole  power  of  the  government  having 
devolvevl  on  Gov.  flaftings,  it  has  a- 
mounted  to  917,945  1.

That,  !vride<;the  above,  there  was  a 
board  of  cuftoms  at  Calcutta,  the  faU- 


befides  a  paymafter  and  accountant  at 
Lucknow  7640 1 .  a-year.  An  allowance 
of  4280I.  a-year  to  a  rdidtiU  at  Goi, 
where  there  never  was  a  refidcut.  Cha¬ 
plains  charged  to  the  company  10,428!. 
a-year,  though  there  is  not  one  church 
in  Bengal.  Governor  General’s  eight 
aid-de-camps.  Befides  the  above,  an 
innumerable  multitude  of  officers,  whofe 
Hated  profits  are  immoderate,  among 
whiim  are  agents  for  providing  gun¬ 
powder,  for  fupplying  military  (lores, 
fv>r  providing  elephants,  for  fupplying 
boats,  for  furnilliing  the  army  with 
draught  and  carriage  bullocks  ;  the  pro¬ 
fits  of  whofe  conlrads  are  fuppofed  to 
amount  to  more  than  50,000 1.  a-year. 

Mr  Francis  obferved,  that  thofe  ex* 
pcnces  were  greater  than  could  polTibly 
be  boFne,  if  any  hopes  were  yet  enter¬ 
tained  of  making  India  a  fource  of  reve¬ 
nue  to  this  country.  He  could  not, 
however,  account  for  the  fuddcii  reduc* 
titm  of  the  difburfements  in  Bengali 
from  three  millions  and  a  half  to  one 
million.  But,  preparatory  to  what  be 
had  further  to  bring  forward  on  the  lub- 
jeCt,  he  would  move,  'Fhat  a  llateriuT.l 
be  laid  before  the  Houfe  of  the  faliries 
and  emolumtntr.  of  the  (»fficera  in  the 
feveral  departments  of  revenue,  (Sic.  in 
Bengal  in  the  years  1782  and  1783-  ciini* 
pared  with  their  amount  in  1776;  al^^ 
fv>r  an  eftimate  of  the  probable  reiour* 
CCS  and  expenditure  of  the  Bengal  go¬ 
vernment,  from  April  30.  1784  lu  1^^ 
1 6th  of  May  1785. 

Maj.  Scott  rofe,  and  replied  to  Mr 
F  rancis.  He  declared  before  God,  that 
nothing  he  had  ever  heard  in  that  Houfc 
liad  aitonidied  him  fo  much  as  the  fpeecb 
of  the  Hoq.  Geutlemau.  lie  bad  ftatedi 
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that  the  cmolutnents  arifing  to  the  offi¬ 
cers  employed  in  the  department  of  fait 
were  enormous  ;  yet  all  thofe  emolu¬ 
ments  were  fixed  by  the  unanimous  af- 
fent  of  the  fupremc  council,  when  that 
very  gentleman  was  one  of  the  members. 
And  when  the  Houfe  were  informed, 
that  for  every  rupee  gained  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  that  board,  the  Company  realifed 
fi/fitf,  the  Houfe  would  be  equally  afto- 
nifhed  at  the  Hon.  Gi-ntleman’s  unfair 
reprefentation.  The  was,  that  from 
1776  down  to  1780  the  Company  had 
realifed  no  revenue  from  fait.  In  1780 
Gov.  Haftings  took  the  maniifai5ture  ot 
fait  into  the  Company’s  hantis,  and  al¬ 
lowed  the  gentlemen  employed  in  it  10  per 
cent,  for  all  they  ntUed;  [and  the  reatons 
for  fo  doing  were  contained  in  a  minute, 
figned  by  the  Hon.  Gentleman’s  own 
hand  ;  importing,  that  as  the  advantage 
tube  derivtd  from  the  plan  would  depend 
on  the  quantity  manuta(^turcii,  and  the 
ccconoiny  to  he  obfci  ved  in  the  inan.'igi  • 
ment,  it  would  be  advifeable  to  aHoid 
the  comptroller  and  agents  fomc  particu¬ 
lar  inducement  to  give  their  utmoll  at¬ 
tention  to  thofe  twoobje<5fs,  &c.j  The 
confequcnce  had  proved  the  wifdom  of 
the  plan  ;  for  after  paying  all  thofe  enor¬ 
mous  falaries,  as  the  Hon.  Gentleman 
has  been  plcafed  to  call  them,  and  every 
other  expence,  the  Company  have  now  a 
net  revenue  of  590,000!.  a-ycar,  from 
which,  before,  they  had  fullained  an 

annual  lofs. - In  this  manner  did  Maj. 

Scott  combat  alm«>ft  every  charge  brought 
by  Mr  Francis  agairdt  the  enormous  e- 
moluments  Iharetl  by  the  Company’s  fer- 
vants.  He  was  himlVlf,  he  faid,  fent  by 
Mr  Hafiings  officially  to  the  Hon.  Gen¬ 
tleman  in  May  or  June  1780,  to  c»)m- 
municate  to  him  a  refoluiion  of  council, 
not  to  fuffer  army-paymalters  to  retain 
balances  in  their  hands,  but  to  allow  per 
centage  on  their  difburfements  ;  this 
per  centage  role,  as  in  England,  in  lime 
of  war,  and  is  now  reduced  by  the  peace. 
The  Hon.  Gentleman  expreflts  pleafure 
to  fee  the  military  charges  reduced  fo 
low,  but  he  doubts  the  faiit.  Every  one 
knows  the  diftcrence  between  war  and 
peace,  and  what  the  extraordinaries  of 
an  army  are.  When  the  eftimates  in 
1781  were  made  out,  it  was  war ;  when 
the  laft  ettimates  were  made  cut,  it  was 
peace.  Is  there  any  myllcryin  account¬ 
ing  for  the  difierence  of  the  two  efti- 
maies  ? 

Mr  Francis,  in  reply,  laid,  the  plan 


of  paying  the  fait- officers  by  per  centage 
was  piopofed  to  him  about  »wo  months 
before  his  departure  from  when 

he  was  but  little  concerned  about  mea- 
fures  that  were  to  operate  long  after  lug 
departure  ;  he  thought  the  principle 
might  he  a  good  one,  and  tha"  was  all 
he  had  conlcnled  to.  He  could  not  then 
judge  of  the  ahufes  that  would  he  made 
of  it;  hut,  when  they  were  difeovered, 
they  ought  to  have  been  refornied. 

Mr  Pitt  was  tully  lenlible  of  ledinitions 
that  were  neceflary  for  the  falvation  of 
the  Company  ;  hut  as  a  board  had  been 
appointed  by  aCl  of  parliament  for  regu¬ 
lating  the  abides  fo  jullly  mmplained  i>f, 
he  hoped  gentlemen  would  not  run  n 
race  with  the  commillioners,  now  ac¬ 
tually  exerting  their  utmoll  in  the  inve- 
fligation  ot  that  important  reform  ;  he 
thcietore  could  not  help  oppoling  the 
midion,  which  could  only  tuid  to  ob- 
llruCt  the  mtalurt,  without  producing 
any  polfible  advantage. 

Mr  Fox  faid,  he  tliought  the  p.apcr# 
ought  to  be  laid  before  tlu  Houf«\  oc- 
caul'c  it  appealed  that  they  mii^'it  o  •  the 
ground  of  re*ilitying  official  aoid'.  s  in 
India,  either  by  proving  the  luceliit)  of 
addreffing  his  Majclly  to  rccal  Mi  I  li¬ 
ftings,  and  for  enabling  that  Houle, 
which  was,  by  an  a^f  of  laft  year,  Ihom 
of  its  briglUelt  beam,  to  aiJt  in  its  great, 
and  he  might  fay,  facred  inquilitorial  ca¬ 
pacity,  as  to  whether  the  India  board 
had  ac‘led  according  to  the  letter  anvl 
fpirit  of  the  law  uruler  which  it  was 
conltiliitcd  ^

The  peo¬ 
ple  cut  the  laHjing  of  tlie  boat ;  he  order¬ 
ed  lier  to  be  hoiiled  out,  preparative  to 
Khich  he  got  the  yawls  out  of  the  long¬ 
boat,  winch  received  a  good  deal  of  da¬ 
mage  in  hoiAing  her  out.  'Lhe  water 
now  making  a  free  pafiage  over  the  deck, 
tlie  long-boat  lying  on  her  fide  tilling 
with  water,  all  was  confufion,  and  it  was 
in  vain  the  maAer  gave  orders  for  bawl¬ 
ing  tight  the  tackles  to  keep  her  \ipiight. 
All  command  was  at  an  end.  The  mate 
and  four  men  got  into  the  yawl  and  cut 
her  away.  The  mailer  tlicn  ran  aft,  ami 
leaj)ing  over  the  quarter,  luckily  fell  into 
the  boat.  The  velVel  foon  after  went 
down,  with  twenty -four  peribns  on  board. 
'I'he  cries  and  Ihricks  of  fiich  a  number 
of  peiTuns,  in  the  laA  moments  of  litc, 
were  heard  by  fome  who  could  not  give 
the  leaA  alliAance  ;  and  our  lit  nation  can 
better  be  imagined  than  deferibed.  The 
mafler,  mate,  and  four  people,  three  of 
whom  were  paliengeis,  as  fuon  as  they 
were  recovered  from  the  diltrefs  of  fuch 
a  hot  rid  fpeittacle,  and  at  leifure  tt)  at- 
tcr.d  to  their  tnvn  fituation,  found  tliem- 
felves  in  the  wdde  ocean,  in  a  fmall  boat, 
filling  with  water,  from  the  injury  ihe  hail 
received  in  hoiiling  out  the  long-boat, 
without  fail,  compafs,  viduals,  or  drink  ; 
but  Inch  is  the  refolulion,  and  Arong  the 
love  ot  life,  that  we  began  to  empty  the 
water  out,  with  our  hats,  the  mailer  gi* 
ving  orders  :  they  had  two  old  oars  itt 
the  boat,  which  they  ufed  for  keeping 
her  hctorelhe  wind  and  fca ;  and  finding 
the  leak,  they  Hopped  it  with  a  fwab, 
which  they  had  in  the  boat.  They  were 
at  the  mercy  ot  tlie  fea  for  tw'elve  hours, 
when  they  faw  a  fail,  which  came  fo  near 
them  that  they  could  diAinguilh  tlie  per- 
luns  walking  tlu'  deck.  Kvery  ellorf  was 
made  to  atirai^  their  notice,  and  get  re¬ 
lict,  but  in  vain.  One  died  in  the  boat ; 
and  the  mailer,  who  had  been  af!  this 
time  without  any  cloathing  but  a  thin 
waiAcoat,  linen  drawers,  and  Aoeking*’, 
m  which  became  from  his  bed,  after  lome 
time,  took  the  man’s  jacket,  and  com¬ 
mitted  his  body  to  the  fca.  They  IMI 
continucit  rowing  towards  the  Dutch 
coafi,  the  evening  coming  on.  By  the 
provi.lt nee  of  God,  tlie  Mary  and  llerfet 
iluH,  Capl,  Rofeiidale,  hove  in  li^ht, 
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between  four  and  five  o’chack,  and  the 
boat  being  to  windward,  came  down  to¬ 
ward  them.  He  immediately,  on  fight  of 
the  boat,  thortened  what  fail  he  coufd> 
being  then  under  courfes  only,  and  pl.i- 
ced  liis  men  along  the  decks,  with  ropes. 
They  luckily  got  hold  of  a  rope  from  the 
velfcl,  but  were  fo  fpent,  that  they  could 
not  get  up  the  tide,  fo  were  bawled  up 
one  by  4>ne.  Capl.  Ivureiulale  ordered  all 
to  be  put  to  bed.  their  limbs  to  be  ch.i- 
fed,  to  recover  the  lofs  of  circulation; 
gave  them  warm  liquor,  and,  in  Aiort, 
did  tveiy  thing  that  the  fortell  humanity, 
joined  to  tlie  beA  undei /landing,  could 
diilate  ;  and  next  day  put  them  on  Aiorc 
at  l.)eal.” 

The  following  infeription,  which  is  to 
be  placed  on  a  hand  Ionic  piece  of  plate, 
records  a  rare  inllance  of  integrity  and 
honour.

“  This  Cup  is  prefented  by  liis  Ulr 
Creditors,  as  a  fmall  tcilimony  of  the 
high  fenfe  they  entertain  of  Iiis  upright 
and  honourable  coiklui*:!  to  them  ;  who, 
having,  from  a  full  coiivieHion  of  Ins  great 
lofi'es  by  trade,  accepted  a  comjiolition, 
in  1778,  of  ten  lliillings  per  pound  Ster¬ 
ling,  and  granted  luiii  a  linal  difeliargc, 
were  iinexpei^lcdly  called  together,  at 
Ayr,  Feb.  2.  1785  ;  and,  after  receiving 
a  handforoe  entertainment,  .Vir  llutchi- 
fon  paid  the  full  amount  (»f  their  refpec- 
tive  debts,  with  the  whole  interell  due 
thereon,  amounting,  at  that  dale,  to  Jix- 
teen  hundred  pounds  Sterling,

Not  one  of  the  creditors  had  the  fmall- 
cA  idea  for  vvliat  puipofe  they  were  call¬ 
ed  together,  till  betoic  dinner,  when  Mr 
Hutcliifon  produced  all  their  accounts, 
with  the  intcreA  exactly  calculated,  and 
paid  them  to  the  iitmoA  farthing.

ilerfon  went  as  fall  home  as  he  could,  but 
IkToic  he  got  to  the  door,  Craighead  was 
at  his  heels,  with  the  axe  in  his  hand,  ut¬ 
tering  dreadful  imprecations  apainll  him. 
'Fhe  door  wasfo  well  barricadeiljthat  An* 
lUrfon  couht  not  get  in,  and  flood  at  the

S  )nic  pc«);)le  h.ivc  taken  a  ne* 
lion  into  their  heads,  that  becaufc  the 
gieatetl  niiinberi^f  coiuitei feils  are  ot  the 
liabpence  of  his  prefent  .Majelly,  thrfJ-’* 
foi  c  p.iinf  of  tlial  leign  are  goovi,  anil  con- 
I'  cjucntly  have  taken  upon  them  to  refute 
all  indiferiininali.ly.  This  has  been  the 
eanfc  oi  a  number  of  complaints  againU 
Ibop  keepers,  both  to  the  SheritVand  .Mit* 
gifiialea,  who  have  uniformly  fined  all 
tlmfe  who  had  the  prefumption  to  re* 
fnfe  the  real  mint  halfpence  of  Ids  pre- 
Lnt  .Majetly  ;  and  thelc  fudges  will 
no  doubt,  if  fucli  an  illegal  practice 
coiHiniied,  punilh  all  delinquents  in  a 
Hill  more  exemplary  inanneT.  It  may 
however  be  obferved,  that  the  poor, 
wlio,  in  this  inflancc,  are  the  great* 
ell  fulfeicrs,  have  been  more  to  bla'C^ 
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th.in  the  lliop-kcepcrJi  tbcmfelves,  a  few 
only  excepted.  Several  fliop- keepers 
foine  time  ago  agreed  to  take  all  the  naint

jeOd  to  tlie  relevancy  of  the  libel;  but 
contended,  that  no  witnelfes  might  be 
addueeil  for  the  profecuiion,  to  the  ad- 
miHibility  of  which  one  pannel  may  have 
good  and  legal  objcv lions,  while  the  o- 
ther  could  have  lume  ;  aiul  as  it  would 
be  very  difagreeable  for  the  tme  to  crimi- 
nite  the  otiui,  thertfore,  he  humbly 
thought,  they  llionld  have  been  brought 
to  trMi  on  dillerent  indictments.  Mr 
Ch.arles  Hope,  a?  cjtmfel  for  C^ordon, 
ohjiCted  the  lelcvancy  of  the  libel  in 
all  its  parts.

I n  corroboration  of 
this  doi^trine,  .Mr  flope  (juoled  a  great 
nnndoer  ot  ancient  as  well  .as  moilcrn  law 
autlmriiies.  Al  any  rate,  Ihonld  their 
I.ordihips  be  of  a  different  opinion,  Mr 
Hop<‘  entertained  no  <loi)bt  they  would 
rellriel  tlie  libel,  as  to  (»ordon,  to  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  piinilbment.  Mr  William  Craig, 
on  the  p.ut  of  the  Crown,  .anfwcred  Mr 
Hope.  He  w.as  followed,  on  the  lame 
fide,  by  Mr  Solieitor-Cicncr.il  Dnndas. 
Mr  George  Kergufibn  made  the  reply  for 
Gord.on.  'I'he  Lords  then  delivered  tlieir 
opinion'^.  y\iter  which  the  libel  was 
found  relevant  to  infer  the  pains  of  law, 
and  the  ufinl  interlocutor  pronounced, 
"Khe  jury  were  then  chofen  ;  and  the 
Court  pr<’»v<<Ied  to  the  examination  of 
tin;  witiulfe^.  The  witnelfes  lirft  exa- 
niliual  lur  the  Crown  were  the  (lierlfT- 
olfieeis,  to  antlu  iiticatc  the  declarations 
of  t!ie  pannels.  Gn  the  erofs-exarnina- 
tir):i,  (u  e  of  thefe  witnelfes,  of  the  name 
of  .'\Ii(’dIeton,  acknowledged  that  “  hime 
aiini>)::itiofi  hail  been  given  to  Stewart  to 
fxtnrf  ihf  trukJiA  Being  preffed  very  elofc 
on  tliis  point,  he  explained,  tliat  when 
perfons,  aceufed  of  crimes  nnt  capit^tl, 
were  lironght  before  liis  court  to  he  ex.a- 
mined,  in  cafe  they  refufed  to  confefs 
tiuir  gnilf,  the  practice  was,  to  order  the 
culprits  to  be  carried  into  a  feparale  a- 
partment,  where  they  were  fcoiirgcd  by 
the  common  hangman,  at  the  fight  of  an 
otTicer  of  court,  till  they  became  willing 
to  confefs  the  truth :  That  Duncan  Frafcr, 
an  accomplice  in  the  theft  from  Mer- 
chant-ftrect,  was  flogged  till  he  confejfed'^ 
in  prcfcnce  uf  Stcwaitj  and  the  witiufj

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and  b.'ingm.'^n  were  procredinp  to  admo- 
iiifli  Stewart  for  the  fame  piirpofc,  when 
he  faved  them  the  trouble,  by  making  a 
full  coiifeflion,  juft  as  the  whip  was  go¬ 
ing  to  be  applied. —  In  the  cinirfe  of  this 
examination,  the  witneis  was  or<lered  to 
withdraw,  and  a  runvcrlation  took  place 
between  the  Court  and  the  lawyers  on 
both  fide>,  who  concurred  in  reprobating 
the  practice  fwt)rn  to,  in  the  Itiongclt 
terms;  aiul  the  Solicili)r  (jtiieral,  alter 
folcmnly  declaring,  that  !u*  had  not,  till 
that  hour,  fufpected  the  exiftence  fuch 
a  practice,  pledged  himl'eif  that  it  Ihould 
not  exift  a  day  longer.  —  A  v  ariety  of  other 
w  itnell'es  vs  ere  exandned  for  the  Crown  ; 
atul  fome  for  the  paniicU,  v\  ho  Iw'ore  to 
(iordoii'.  general  good  cliar:.C\er,  and  to 
Stewail’h  ag<‘  being  indv  15.  MrSidi- 
citor  charged  ’he  juiy  on  th.e  part  of  the 
Crown,  .iud  was  toll»need  by  Mr  Mac- 
conuehie  and  ^Ir  (Aorge  Kergiilibn  in  be- 
lialf  of  the  j)i.intls.  The  Lord  Jnitice 
Clerk  then  fii mined  up  the  evidence  in  a 
fpeech  of  coiift-Ierabic  length  — About  li 
at  night  the  jury  were  inclofed,  and  re¬ 
turned  an  unanimous  veidiv^i,  fiiiiling 
Stewart  guilts  of  the  thefts  from  Capt. 
Dalrynigh  ’j  h.'ufe  and  Nidpath  C aftle  ; 
antlCioulon  guiiiyof  refet ling  part  vif  the 
gi'ods  lloleu  on  tne  former  of  thefe  oc- 
calions.  I'lie  Court  met  at  one  o’cloek 
on  the  15th,  iO  receive  the  vtidi^^f, 
when  Stiwart  was  fnitenced  to  be  ex- 
eculcil  in  the  GraL-niarket,  or  any  o- 
iher  place  the  ^lagiftratcs  of  Kdiubiirgh 
jhall  think  pro;>er,  on  W' ediirfd.iy ,  April 
30.  and  Gordon  to  be  whipped  ihi oiigli 
tl'.e  llreets  of  Kdinbmgh  011  the  50th  of

The  ti'Howing  letter,  .iddrefTed  to  the 
Printer,  appearerl  in  the  Caledonian  Mer¬ 
cury  tor  March  zi.

they  had  bee!)  extorted. 

If  fuch  was  the  cafe,  there  is  no  cen- 
fure  or  punifliment  to  whicli,  I  do  ac¬ 
knowledge,  I  ought  not  to  be  fubjuJlcJ: 
Lot  as  the  ftory,as  faid  to  have  been  told 
by  the  witnefs,  is  contrary  to  the  hid,  it 
becomes  necetfary  to  Hate  the  cafe  as  it 
really  ftands. 

From  the  great  number  of  bi>ys  in  this 
place  that  ctvmmit  crime?,  and  arc  not 
objecfs  of  public  trial  and  pnniiliment,  it 
has  been  in  ufe,  after  repeated  tranfgrcf- 
litiiis,  ibmetime.s  to  order  them  a  private 
cliaftifemciit,  and  difmifs  them.  Stew¬ 
art  and  Frafer  IraJ  been  repeatedly  be¬ 
fore  me  as  thieves  and  pick  pockets,  and 
were  both  banillicd  thecitiiiity  in  Febru¬ 
ary  1784.

Stew- 
aii  was  difmilleil  without  being  ciialVi- 
fed  ;  But  Stewart  was  not  prefent  at  Fra- 
fer’!>  chalFifement,  iior  were  any  declara¬ 
tions  whatever  taken  from  them  at  the 
time;  aud  there  never  was  an  indance  ot 
any  perlbn  receiving  any  challifunent, 
except  iucoriigible  boys,  who  were  nut 
then  of  age  to  be  made  proper  objects  of 
public  ti  iat. 

It  is  fubjedt  of  regret  that  I  was  not 
prefent  duringlhe  v\  ituclTes  examina’iun; 
and  that  the  counfe!  on  eitlitr  lidc  did 
not  fend  for  me  after  it  was  concluded, 
as  it  would  have  ntforded  me  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  t)f  giving  iiniue<!iattly  tlie  expla¬ 
nation  I  have  now  done,  and  wliieb,  I 
make  IK)  doubt,  would  have  been  fat’f- 
faCtory  to  the  Court  aud  them.
